he grew to manhood he was endowed 
with a physical frame that Insured 
long life and an active mind. 
Ills 
first effort for Liverpool was the pur­ 
chase of Hie ground c.ist

now Union street. 
T h is In* bought 
from Thom as Fawcett, who owned 
LUH) acres of the i>est land In this 
vicinity. 
Mr. Smith 
soon had his 
property lull! out In lots, aud named 
It Liverpool in order to distinguish It 
from 
Fawcetevllle, where the Mum 
mill was located In w hat Is now the 
lower part if the city. 
believing that 
push and energy would do wonders for 
the new town, Mr. Sm ith made an ­ 
other purchase of land buying w h at 
was known as the hill farm and made 
up of the land above Fourth street.
